WILSON TO ANSWER HUGHES

IN HIS SPEECH SATURDAY

President Expected to Handlo Political
. Situation "Without Gloves"

LONO BRANCH. N. J., Sept. 28. Issues
raised by Charles K. Hushes, the nepub-llea- rt

nominee, will bo discussed by Presl.
det Wilson here Saturday, when he ap-
pears beforo the members of young men's
Democrats clubs at Shadow Lawn. The
President will handle the political situation
"without fcloves." officials said.

The President has not fully developed his
views on the Adamson law and Is nlso plan-
ning either Saturday or soon afterward to
speak on sectionalism, Mexico and the prob-
lems caused by the European war.

President Wilson will make one or more
speeches In New Xrk State. This an-
